The financial statement ot 
fown of Didsbury, which was 
cently sent to all ratepayers, re- 
veals that the ‘lown had a success-

ful year in 1948 as far as financial | 


affairs were concerned, 
shown by the bank balance 
$20,803.18. This does not mean that 
the Town had an over-all surplus 
of the above amount because 
statement shows that the year was 
started off with a bank balance of 
$15,618.23. It does show, however 
that the ‘Town now has approxi 
mately $5,184.95 more in cash re 
serves than it had a year ago. 
cellaneous liabilities of $674.15 par- 
tially offset this favorable operat- 
ing surplus. 

The statement shows total re- 
ceipts for 1948 of $52,113.13, of 
which $50,347.14 was collected from 
general taxation. 

‘Total expenditures amounted to 


$50,708.06, including $22,25%85 for 
schools, 

With a favorable balance on 
hand, no debenture debt, and the 


assurance that school taxes will be 
down in 1949, local taxpayers can 
look forward to some reduction this 
year in the 51 mill tax rate of 1948. 
A lower tax rate, however can only 
come about in 1949 if the water and 
sewage by-laws are carried by pop 
ular vote. This is attributed to the 
fact that large expenditures have 
been planned for fire 
equipment which will be mainly 
paid for by waterworks debentures
